The toxic action of the castor
bean is due to a substance called
ricin which affects the co1': of
the body, particularly t! red
o lcells, causing internal hemor-
?rau(‘s of the gastrointestinal
tract and degenération of the
kidneys. The fatality rate is ap-
proximately five per cent.
There ig no known antidote
for castor bean poisoning, Medi-
cal -attention, in these cases,
should be obtained as quickly as
| possible. Treatment ¢ )nsists
{ chiefly of washing out the stom-
{ach or inducing vomiting and
{ administering a cathartic. Blood
tl ansfusions may be necessary.

Need Education

be taught to avoid them. When
